A united Germany!!! As Germans celebrated with 
fervor on October 2, 1900, midnight , the elimination of 
the dividers between what was once one nation. The old 
order of Socialist East Germany-Capitalist West Germany 
has become a thing of the past, as Moscow comes to 
gripes with its past. East Germany's links to the U.S.S.R 
are unmistakable, and need extrapolation to understand the 
implications of today's events. 

The history of Russia is scared with many conflicts 
with Germany, or Germanic tribes. The last two world 
wars, both times the industry and population of Russia 
was decimated. At the end of World War II, Soviet 
occupation of the east of Germany , For one of the few 
times in history, gave Moscow the chance to German soil. 

So, in a move that was both designed to protect their 
homeland and expand their empire, the U.S.S.R did not 
leave what eventually became East Germany. The only 
way, it seemed, that Germany would become one again, 
was either through warfare, (an unimaginalable 
catastrophe) or a change in the Supreme Soviet in 
Moscow, and that's what has happened. 

Gorbachev and his supporters have been the channel 
for change in The Supreme Soviet. They have refured the 
imposition of forcible conversion of people into 
"Communists" As Stalin saw them. The first Soviet 
President had to provide assurances that a united Germany 
would not mean a re-birth of Bismarck's policy of 
"Weltpolitik", basically a recognition of German world 
domination. 

The changes brought about by Gorbachev are a 
rejestion of the bureaucratic model of State Socialism, 
which has given impetus to^> the rejection of the re- 
planted Soviet model in the Eastern satellite states. 

Here is what the agrement contained to placate Soviet 
fears of any re-birth of German attempts at world 
domination; 

Defence: Forces limited to 370,000 troops, with a 
stipulation that no German forces will occupy former East 
German soil. 

The Red army forces will not leave for about three 
years as the Soviet Union struggles to find homes for them 
in the Soviet Union. 

The parliament will still convene in Bonn until the 
official move is made, with occasional appearances in 
Berlin, for ceremonial purposes.

Dear Editor, 

It was with interest 
that I read your editorial in 
Lambda (Thursday, 
September 27, 1990: "A 
Plea For Better Lighting On 
Campus"). I agree with you 
that we do need to improve 
lighting on campus-for 
many reasons in addition to 
the very good ones cited by 
you. Improved lighting 
was, in fact, listed as the top 
priority in the 
recommendations of the 
Laurentian University 
Safety Audit presented in 
July, 1990. This audit was 
conducted under the 
auspices of the Sexual 
Harassment Education and 
Complaints Committee 
(SHECC) and was 
supervised by a female 
social work student as part 
of her placement with the 
committee for the term. The 
report also cited other areas 
for attention such as 
landscaping (uncertain 
footage), telephone access, 
signage and public 

education. Improvement in 
these areas, stated the 
report, would contribute 
significantly to the security 
on campus. At present this 
report is being assessed by 
those responsible for the 
various areas where 
improvement was indicated. 

It should be made 
clear, however, that long 
before the safety audit was 
conducted, the university 
had, in fact, made improved 
lighting a priority. In May 
of this year $102,700.00 
was budgeted for improving 
the lighting in exactly the 
areas you mention in your 
editorial. You should 
consult one of the student 
representatives on the 
Building and Planning 
Committee of the Board of 
Governors for further 
details. The contract for this 
work has proceeded to 
tender. Clearly, in answer 
to your question, money is 
being set aside in the 
university budget for what 
we all perceive as a 
necessity. 

You and the staff of 
Lambda are to be 
congratulated for the 
vigorous way in which you 
have begun the year. I look 
forward, as always, to 
reading future issues.

Irish Regiment Celebrates 75th 




This weekend you 
may be surprised to see a 
large number of Soldiers and 
War Veterans in a parade 
downtown. No, it is not 
Rememberance day already. 
These people are part of the 
Irish Regiment of Canada, 
and they will all be 
celebrating the 75th 
anniversary of the formation 
of the Regiment. 

On October 15th, 
1915 the Irish Regiment was 
formed from members of the 
Irish club and the Irish Rifle 
club in Toronto. The 
following year the Regiment 
was sent overseas to fight in 
World War I. Upon their 
return to Canada they became 
part of the Canadian Militia 
and remained an active 
Regiment throughout the 
twenties and thirties. 

At the outbreak of 
World War II the Regiment 
was again mobilized for 
active duty. In October, 1942 



the Regiment proceeded 
overseas and became part of 
the 5th division, 11th 
brigade, stationed in 
Aldershot, England. While in 
England the Regiment was 
granted the honor of 
becoming the first foreign 
Regiment to guard the King 
at his palace at Sandringham. 
This lasted until November 
1943 when they were 
transferred to Italy. The 
Regiment fought throughout 
the Italian campaign until 
January 1945 when they 
were transferred to 
Northwest Europe. The 
Regiment fought in Europe 
until the end of the war later 
that year. After a short stay 
in England the Regiment was 
repatriated to Canada when 
after demobilization, once 
again became part of the 
Canadian Militia in Toronto. 
During the 1960's the 
Canadian military was the 
victim of Government 



austerity program where a 
number of Regiments were 
being disbanded or 
amalgamated with other 
Regiments. The Irish 
Regiment was one of the 
units targeted for 
disbandment. Fortunately it 
was decided that the 
Regiment would be moved to 
Sudbury and be designated 
the Second Battalion, The 
Irish Regiment of Canada. 
The Regiment has been 
Sudbury's Militia unit ever 
since. 

This year, as well as 
marking the 75th anniversary 
of the Regiment, also marks 
the 25th anniversary of the 
2nd Battalion here in 
Sudbury. Part of the 
festivities this weekend will 
be a parade on Saturday at 
which time the Regiment will 
be dedicating a plaque in 
memory of the men of the 
Regiment who died in the 
two World Wars. There will 



be other events taking place 
at the armories all weekend. 

As a point of interest 
for any Laurentian students 
who may be in the vicinity of 
downtown on Saturday, 
don't be surprised if you see 
some of your classmates 
parading down the street. 
There are twenty members of 
the Regiment who are 
Students here at Laurentian.

Melanie Griffith, Matthew 
Modine and Michael Keaton 
star in "Pacific Heights", a 
psychological thriller 
directed by John 
Schlesinger. 

Keaton plays Carter 
Hayes, a clever sociopath 
who insinuates himself into 
the lives of a young couple, 
Patty Palmer and Drake

I suppose there is no 
shame in admitting that one 
is simply incompetent at 
certain things in life.
